The Spanish authorities say the Compet- 
itor was ordered to show her colors and 
that she had no flag. Her papers had been 
thrown overboard. The question of piracy 
may be raised; otherwise the prisoners are 
ordinary prisoners of war. 

Six of the party were shot by the marines 
of the Mensajoro. One of the killed is said 
to have been Quesada. According to the list 
found on the Competitor, there were forty- 
three members of the expedition. Two were 
captured on land on their way to Havana. 
This makes seven prisoners altogether.

THRER CENT FARE BILL, 


Councilman Morton Introduces an Or- 
dinance for the Fourth Street Line. 


As published in the Post-Dispatch nearly 
a month ago, 3-cent street car fares are soon 


to be inaugurated in St. Louis. 

President Charles Green ‘of the projected 
Fourth Street & Arsenal Railway has ap- 
prised the city of his willingness to carry 
passengers for 3 cents in the morning and 


evening hours. 

If the road is built the low rate will pre- 
vail from 5 a. m. to 8 a. m. and from 5 p. m. 
to 7:30 p. m. 

During the remainder of the day 5 cents 

will be charged. The reduction will not ap- 
ply on Sundays. 
’ Councilman Horton has introduced the 
bill authorizing the building of the road. 
The reduction of fares is made a condition 
which must be complied with if the fran- 
chise is to be granted. 

The route of the proposed line as given in 
Mr. Horton’s bill is as follows:

MISERY FOR HOUSEWIVES, 
The “Kitchen 1 5 on Wer 


Muscle and Nobody Kuaows 
What May Happen. 


If you wake up some morning and find 
3,619 servant girls lined up in front of your 
door, headed by a brass band, don’t get 
gay, but slip quietly back to the kitchen 
and raise Bridget’s salary. 

Unless you do, you'll have to tussle with 
the Servant Girls’ Union, which is not a 
union suit, but an alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, against employers. 

It was formed for the purpose of securing 
to the ser‘ ant girls the small section of the 
earth they do not already own. 

It was conceived in rebellion and born in 
Wisconsin. 


Its ringleaders are up to snuff and not 
to be sneezed at. They say so themselves, 
and they ought to know. 

In the town of Superior, Wis., 1,500 skilled 
biscuit workers are on a strike for more 
dough and they’re going to get it if they 
have to go all summer without pink shirt- 
waists. 

They not only refuse to work, but are pre- 
pared to give battle to “scabs.” 

A servant girl who tries to ply her avo- 
cation in Superior just now is about as safe 
as a German at an Irish wake, or a man 
who says Vas ist los mit capital?’ at a 
Socialist mass-meeting. 

Meanwhile servant girls throughout the 
length and breadth of the country are 
awaiting with eager interest the outcome of 
the strike. 

Conscious that they may yet see better 
days they bear up under their wrongs and 
await the time when they will be recognized 
as belligerents. , 

f your servant girl gets a far-away look 
in her innocent eyes and sdrrowfully drops a 
tear or a soup plate or anything like that 
know by this olen that she is thinking sym- 
pathetically of her sisters in Superior. 

If you are sufficiently well acquainted 
in St. Louis to get out and circulate among 
the city’s representative housewives you 
will find that there is much ground for sus- 
picion that the local servant girls are get- 
ting themselves in training to do something 
desperate. 

The average lady of the house will tell you 
that the average servant girl is the incar- 
nation of the Infernal Feminine. 

She will tell you that the girls have been 
growing worse from the employers’ stand- 
point in recent years and that unless they 
mend their ways an irrepressible conflict is 
inevitable. 

Time was when a family could keep the 
Same gir: year in and year out, as long as 
they treated her with respect. Nowadays 
the housewives say if a female servant 
condescends to stay a month you are lucky. 

Of course there are good servant giris 
who are a credit to their calling. 

But there are others. 

These others are the ones who are causing 
all the trouble. 


Perhaps nobody has so good a chance to 
size up the servant girls and to learn their 
characteristics as the people connected with 
employment agencies—the places where 
families can get girls and vice versa. 

They see the lady of the kitchen in all her 
phases and they know that in nine cases out 
of ten she can cause more trouble in a house- 
hold than half a dozen family skeletons. 

If you call upomw the proprietor of one of 


[these agencies he or she will tell you that 


the servant girl problem is the toughest 
proposition that ever happened. 

“Why,” said one of them to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, it really seems that good 

irls are growing scarcer every year. It 
s 100 per cent more difficult for us to supply 
servants to families than it was two or 
three years ago. 

“What's the reason? Well, it’s very hard 
to tell. One cause is undoubtedly the shut- 
ting. down of factories and the laying off 
of employes in large establishments. This 
has thrown on their own resources a large 
number of girls who have never had any 
experience in doing housework. Yet that is 
all that is open to them. They have been 
used to a certain amount of freedom and 
independence and cannot well adapt them- 
selves to their new surroundings. The re- 
sult is discontent coupled with incompe- 


—

ney. 
“There is another good reason for the de- 
teriorafion of the servant girl class. Most 
people will remember that five or six years 
ago the immigration to this country of 
young women from Germany and Ireland 
was unprecedented. They came by the 
thousands and most of them secured places 
in American kitchens. 

“They are green, but willing to learn. 
They were meek and resigned enough un- 
til they learned the ropes. Now that they 
have learned the business they are thor- 
oughly independent and are foremost im the 
disturbing element.” 

The employment agent’s story of the 

servant girl, her quips and foibles, was a 
long one. 
A girl who wishes a position registers her 
hame at the agency and deposits $1. The 
lady who wants a girl goes through the 
game operation. 

The greatest difficulty the employment 
agent has to contend with is that the girls 
take the registering of their name as a guar- 
antee that they will get a place where the 
mistress is up to their standard. 

When tney do not get such a berth they 
come back tc the agency hot foot and de- 
mand their dollar back. 


A funny thing happened only last week at 
one of the agencies.A girl had been consigned 
to a lady in the West End. She didn’t suit 
the mistress and the mistress didn’t suit her. 
The upshot of it was that both of them 
went down to the office together to-get 
their dollars back. They didn’t succeed. 

There are all kinds of tricks in the servant 


girl’s trade. 
Her tongue is smooth and oily until she 
gets her place and gets her biuff in on the 


mistress; after that she can make more’ 
noise with her face than the gong on a new 
Olive street grip car. 

Though she may be fast, she won't wash 
if she doesn’t want to. 

She won't scrub the front steps, on the 

round that she heard Mrs. Casey tell Mrs. 

oogan that stooping would cause curva-

She won't do anything unless she sees 
fit. If you have a servant * who will do 
anything you have captured a freak. Hold 
on to her. 

The employment ents say they have no 
knowledge of any strike movement being on 
here, but they think it is not impossible 
that St. Louis servant girls will launch a 
strike some bright morning.

In these days the gamdler in St. Louis 
waxes. fat. 

There is a fullness under his vest and a 
satisfied look in his face. 

He is strictly in it“ and he chuckles as 
he rattles the coin he has earned by turn- 
ing the heads and crushing the hearts of the 
unwary. 

And why shouldn’t he feel good? 

Surely the good old days when gambling 
of every description was wide open in Bt. 
Louis are returning. 

Time was when St. Louis had Judges on 
the bench who were not so blind to 
the public good as to actually sup- 
press gambling; to send the well-dressed 
sleek-looking proprietor of a pool-room to 
the Work-house on even terms with the 


negro dice player. 

It. remained for Judge Murphy of the 
Court of Criminal Correction to remedy as 
far as he could the injustice of his prede- 
cessors toward the poor down-trodden gam- 
blers, who d been persecuted simply be- 
cause they harmlessly earned a living by 
plundering their fellow-men. 

If you stroll about the city with your eyes 
and ears open you will find public gam- 
bling dens in the most unexpected places. 

And then if you take the trouble to in- 
quire into the reasons for the existence of 
such resorts in a community claimi to 
be moral you will find that the trail of 
-Judge Murphy is over it all.

There is at present running full blast in 
the heart of the business section of the 
city a so-called stock exchange, where men 
and even beardless youths are induced to 
part with their hard-earned money.

as to hold them for the Grand-jury. 

Time and again the lice have rounded 
up offenders of this class, but they have 
never secured a conviction since Judge 
Murphy has been on the bench. 

The bogus stock exchange now in opera- 
tion is in the rear of the building on the 
northeast corner of Fourth and Pine streets. 

There is no attempt at seclusion. 

In fact there are all kinds of signs around 
the entrance on Pine street setting forth 
that the St. Louis Public Stock Exchange” 
is doing business within. 

The room where the exchange exchanges 
pieces of worthless paper for good hard 
— is about 2 feet wide and 40 feet 

nz. 

The east wall is covered by a ntic 
blackboard, on which are reco * the 

quotations” as the “stocks” fluctuate. 

Minmg stocks” are the concern’s spe- 
cilalty, those quoted being the Toledo, Rich- 
mond, Albany and Dayton. Any other 
names would do, as the stocks are purely 
fictitious. 

Extending in front of the blackboard is 
a long platform on which stands a sad- 
eyed, cigarette-smoking young man, who 
poss the “‘quotations’” down as they “come 
n. 


This “coming in“ is very simple. 

In an inclosure on the other side of the 
room gits the manipulator of the tape 
which is rolled on a contrivance that 
looks much like the ordinary stock ticker. 

It is different, though, in that it is not 
operated by electricity, but by hand. 

The caller“ at intervals of a minute or 
sc cries “market,” gives the tape a yank 
and reads the figures off to the young man 
at the board, 


The method of playing the game is sim- 
ple enough. 

One share of either of the four stocks 
sells fer $1. 

Suppose that Albany, for instance, is quot - 
eded at 273. This does not mean $2.73, for 
the figures do not represent the money 
value of the stock. 

If a man buys a share of Albany stock at 
273 and the next quotation is 274 he wins. 
He doesn’t win a whole dollar, though, as 
the house keeps out 15 cents for its com- 
mission. 

In the same way if the stock falls the 
player loses. 

The spectator may take the other side 
of the market if he wishes and sell either 
of the four stocks. In that case he wins 
if the stock falls a point. 

The whole thing is the rankest farce. 

The player buys something the seller 
doesn’t own or he sells something that he 
doesn’t own. 

In other words, he is simply betting the 
proprietor $1 or more that he can tell which 
way the stock will go; that he can guess 
what’s on the tape marked by the pro- 
prietor. 

And yet day after day y-haired men 
and beardless ‘youths; well-dressed, pros- 
erous-looking citizens and — gamblers 
ostle each other in this so-ca stock ex- 
change. 

Frequenters of the placg say that they 
rarely win, and yet there seems to be a 
fascination about the game. 

The police know of the existence of the 
game, but Judge Murphy has so far proved 
a stumbling block in their way in bringing 
the gamblers to justice. 

The proprietor of the place, according to 
the police, is Johnnie Cornelia, a well-known 
promoter of sporting enterprises. Joe Lit- 
tler, formerly the proprietor of a similar 
game, is the cashier, and Billy Hager. 
mann is menager.

NOW PASS THE BRIDGE BILL. 


The Senate Committee’s report on the 
Bridge bill, submitted by Senator Vest 
to-day, is an able and consePvative docu- 
ment. The amendments it proposes are 
reasonable. The principal amendment, 
providing that the proposed bridge shall 
not be located within one-half mile of 
any bridge already constructed across 
the river, cannot be objected to. The 
limit of a full mile between bridges, 
urged by opponents of the bridge bill, 
was unnecessarily great. 

In pointing out that in the matters of 
land condemnation and providing for 
bonds the promoters of the bridge should 
look to the States within whose territory 
the bridge is to be built, and not to Con- 
gress, Senator Vest manifests good sense 
and a regard for the fitness of things. 
Democrats everywhere have got to fight 
the growing tendency of corporations to 
run to Congress and the Federal Gov- 
ernment for anything and everything,

The bridge bill, as amended, with the 
maximum rate clause retained, ought to 
pass without further parley.

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REDUCING STREET CAR FARES. 


The trend of public sentiment in the 
direction of a reduction in street car 
fares which has been the subject of com- 
ment in the Post-Dispatch a number of 
times is apt to derive additional impetus 
from a decision just handed down by Jus- 
tice Waterman of the Illinois Appellate 
Court.

HAS NO STRINGS TO PULL. 


The Governor Will Go to Kentucky to 
De Battle fer Free Bilver 
Coinage. 


—— 


Gov. Stone came down to the city Friday 
night from the State Capital and is at the 
Planters’. , 

But for a frightful plece of new headgear 
which he wears, the Governor looks like 
his former self. The hat is of the Fedora 
pattern and appears to have been pulled 
too soon. 

It is probable that Mrs. Stone will make 


him discard it as soon as she sees it. 

The popular impression is that some 
adroit enemy of the Governor has pre- 
sented him this chapeau with the deliber- 
ate and cold-blooded intention of injur- 
*. the silver cause. 

v. Btone holds a conference Saturday 
afternoon with the local members of the 
Bland Executive Committee. They are 
George W. Allen, Nicholas M. Bell and Jo- 
seph K. Rickey. 

A few others who have manifested an 
especially active interest in advancing Mr. 
Bland's candidacy will probably attend. 

The object of the conference is to in- 
voice the Bland movement, so to speak, 
and to decide on some general plan of ac- 
tion to be inaugurated at once. 

The nucleus of the desired fund is al- 
ready in the hands of Treasurer Stephens, 
and the members of the Finance Committee 
are actively at work in various parts of the 
State, which gives rise to the hope that in 
the course of a week or two ample means 
will be at the disposal of the Executive 
Committee to carry out the purpose in view. 


Renewals of pressing invitations for Gov, 
Stone to make a series of speeches in Ken- 
tucky have been made. The Governor has 
consulted Senatar Blackburn and others 
who are acquainted with the situation and 
conditions in Kentucky, and they have ad- 
vised him to accept the invitations. 

The unexpected turn of affairs in Michigan 
seems to have suggested to bimetallic lead- 
ers in the Blue Grass State the advisability 
of contesting every inch of the ground and 
to be watchful and aggressive lest the ad- 
ministration play the same trick on them 
there that was worked so successfully by 
Don Dickinson in Michigan. 

Gov. Stone does not know what time he 
will go to Kentucky, and has left that detail 
to those who are managing the affair at 
that end of the line. It is probable, though, 
that within the next two weeks he will 
visit the State, and make speeches at Hen- 
derson, Madisonville, Louisville and Frank- 


fort 

These places have been designated by the 
Kentuckians as probably affording the best 
fields for his labor at the start. If he can 
spare the time the itinerary will be enlarged 
after he reaches the State, The two cities 
first mentioned are in what is colloquially 
known as the Western Purchase, and the 
center of the stronghold of Kentucky bi- 
metallism. 

Louisville is, as everybody knows, the 
stronghold of gold monometallism, and, 
while the Governor is not expected to make 
many converts to bimetallism among these

Inasmuch es it was authoritatively stated 
some few days ago that the St. Louls Club 
was after Rusie his presence in the city at 
this particular time is significant. 

Can it be possible that Amos Rusie, who 
for six years has enjoyed the well-deserved 
title o fthe greatest pitcher in America, can 
be the “pitcher of national reputation” 
whom Manager Diddlebock promised to 


have in St. Louls on May 47 

The man who could most eatisfactoril 
answer that question is Rusie himself, bu 
unfortunately for the curious a protracted 
and most diligent search failed to reveal 
the great pitcher’s exact whereabouts. 

Rusie arrived in St. Louis at 8 p. m. last 
night. He at once went to Hurst’s Hotel 
and registered. He slept there last night, 
arose early this morning, and, paying his 
bill, left without giving any indication of 
his destination. 

The Post-Dispatch reporter went to see 
him, but a visit to all the hotels and places 
frequented by ball players failed to disclose 
him. The people at Sportsman’s Park de- 
nied having seen him. When asked if any 
addition had been made to the pitching 
force of the Browns, Secretary Muckenfuss 
ald that there had not. 


It is not necessary to remind the base ball 
Hublic that Rusie is at present at outs with 
management of the New York Base 

Club. Although the season is nearly 
three weeks old Rusle has not signed a 
contract for 1896. 

The cause of the rupture between Rusie 
and his club is that last season he w 
fined $200 for alleged dissipation in Balti- 
more. The money was withheld from his 
last two weeks’ salary. 

When Freedman asked him to sign this 
year he refused to do so until the fine was 
remitted and an apology made him. 

Rusie claims that the fine was unmerited, 
unjust and spiteful. He pointed out that 
while the alleged offense was committed 
yf in September the fine was not imposed 
until the season had finished on Sept. 30.

member of the Board of Commissioners on 
Charitable Institutions, the last three to be 
appointed by the Mayor.

Inasmuch es it was authoritatively stated 
some few days ago that the St. Louls Club 
was after Rusie his presence in the city at 
this particular time is significant. 

Can it be possible that Amos Rusie, who 
for six years has enjoyed the well-deserved 
title o fthe greatest pitcher in America, can 
be the “pitcher of national reputation” 
whom Manager Diddlebock promised to 
have in St. Louis on May 47 

The man who could most eatisfactoril 
answer that question is Rusie himself, bu 
unfortunately for the curious a protracted 
and most diligent search failed to reveal 
the great pitcher’s exact whereabouts.

The Post-Dispatch reporter went to see 
him, but a visit to all the hotels and places 
frequented by ball players failed to disclose 
him. The people at Sportsman's Park de- 
nied having seen him. When asked if any 
addition had been made to the pitching 
force of the Browns, Secretary Muckenfuss 
Said that there had not.

The cause of the rupture between Rusie 
and his club is that last season he was 
fined $200 for alleged dissipation in Balti- 
more. The money was withheld from his 
last two weeks’ salary. 

When Freedman asked him to sign this 
year he refused to do so until the fine was 
remitted and an apology made him. 

Rusie claims that the fine was unmerited, 
unjust and spiteful.

Mme. Bernhardt is playing a repertoire 
while Miss Davenport is devoting all her 
energies to the production of the one piece 
and is thus enabled to present it with a 
perfection of detail impossible under the 
condition of a nightly change of bill. Still 
the Bernhardt admission fee is higher than 
Davenport's, and the public has a right to 
inquire why it should be so if there is net 
a corresponding increase of merit. 

Judged by the effect en the audience 
Bernhardt’s “Gismonda” ‘was not as suc- 
cessful in St. Louis as Davenport’s. There 
was applause, of course, and hearty ap- 
plause at that, but it was not up to the 
standard of the nightly ovations Da- 
venport received during her season at the 
Olympic. Nor was the production as 
gorgeous, though it was a beautiful and 
an artistic series of stage pictures. The 
scenery was handsome and effective, but 
on a smaller scale than that used by the 
American star. The support was inade- 
quate. 

It is hardly necessary to say that Madame 
was superb in the title role. Her art is of 
an order so high that no role could suffer 
at her hands. She invests the part with 
more flerceness, more superstition and less 
of amorous passion than Davenport. Her 
“I love!“ following the dismissal of Alme- 
rio is not nearly so suggestive of uncondi- 
tional surrender to Desire as is the 60 
slave! But leave your door unlatched” of 
the American actress. Hers is a more 
chaste Gismonda than that of her rival. 
Her grandest flight of passion is in the 
murder scene, and its inspiration is anger 
at the attempt on the life of her child rather 
than love for Almerio. The church scene 
was handsomely done, but in that as in all 
the others the only acting was that of 
Madame. Members of the company who 
did satisfactory work in “Izey!” fell down“ 
woefully in “Gismonda.” This was notably 
the case with M. Darmont, who was about 
as unsatisfactory an Almerio as a man of 
his inches could well be.
